Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  present  to  you  the  Fifty-eighth  Annual 
Report  upon  the  activities  of  the  School  Health  Service  for  the 
year  1966.  This  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  require¬ 
ments  of  Regulation  13  of  the  School  Health  Service  and  Handi¬ 
capped  Pupils  Regulations  Act,  1953. 

The  responsibility  for  the  general  administration  of  the  Service 
and  the  discharge  of  the  duties  in  regard  to  the  medical  inspection 
of  pupils,  both  for  routine  and  specific  purposes  together  with  the 
performance  of  special  procedures,  for  example,  vaccination  against 
tuberculosis,  treatment  of  minor  ailments,  etc.,  has  been,  as  in 
previous  years,  that  of  Dr.  G.  McA.  Dowson,  Deputy  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  In  the  discharge  of  certain  of  these  duties,  he 
has  had  the  assistance  of  Dr.  B.  J.  Catton,  Assistant  Medical  Officer 
of  Health. 

The  ancillary  services,  dental,  orthoptic,  speech-therapeutic,  etc., 
have  been  effectively  provided  by  the  same  personnel  to  whom 
reference  was  made  in  the  Annual  Report  of  1965. 

In  conclusion,  I  again  wish  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  School  Health  Services  Sub-Commit¬ 
tee,  to  the  Chief  Education  Officer  and  to  the  staff  of  this  Department 
for  their  assistance  and  willing  co-operation,  throughout  the  year, 
in  the  interests  of  the  School  Health  Service.

Co-ordination 

Arrangements  in  this  area  provide  for  continuity  of  supervision 
of  the  health  of  children  from  infancy  to  the  end  of  school  life. 
Maternal  and  Child  Welfare  Service  records  of  pre-school  children 
who  had  defects  being  transferred  to  the  School  Health  Service 
when  children  reach  the  age  of  5  years. 

Co-ordination  between  the  school  health  service,  the  Council’s 
other  services,  the  hospital  services  and  general  medical  practi¬ 
tioners  has  been  maintained. 

School  Meals  and  Milk 

During  1966,  one  day  returns,  showing  the  number  of  children 
having  school  dinners,  were  taken  on  21st  September,  1966.  The 
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number  of  children  taking  meals  was  6,200  of  whom  739  had  free 
meals,  the  former  figure  being  53.27%  of  the:  school  .roll  ,  The 
percentage  taking  school  milk  was  78.73  which  showed  a.  slight 
increase  on  the  previous  year. 

The  price  of  school  meals  remained  at  1/-  per  meal  and  during 
the  year  there  was  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  children 
taking  school  dinners. 

One  new  kitchen  was  opened  during  the  year  bringing  the  nurnber 
in  the  Borough  up  to  eighteen. 

Immunisation 

Facilities  are  available  for  diphtheria  immunisation  at  the  various 
Maternal  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  of  .  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  or  at  the  surgeries  of  general  medical  practitioners.  Vaccination 
against  poliomyelitis  is  also  earned  out  at  the  Public  Health 
Department. 

Details  of  numbers  receiving  this  protective  treatment  can  be 
found  in  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


B.C.G.  Vaccination 

The  policy  of  offering  protection  against  Tuberculosis  to  all 
school  children  in  the  thirteen  year  old  age  group  was  continued. 

During  the  year  under  review  548  children  were  skin  tested,  and 
all  those  with  a  negative  reaction  were  vaccinated  at  the  school 
Clinic.  Of  the  positive  reactors  15  children  were  referred  to  .'the 
Chest  Clinic  for  investigation,  but  no  case  of  active  tuberculosis 
was  discovered  among  those  examined. 

A  further  40  children  of  school  age,  who  were  contacts  of  known 
cases  of  tuberculosis,  received  B.C.G.  vaccination  at  the  Chest 
Clinic  during  1966.  These  latter  arrangements  are  under  the  control 
and  supervision  of  Dr.  A.  R.  Somner,  Chest  Physician. 

The  accompanying  table  shows  the  comparative  figures  for  the 
last  eight  years.  These  figures  compare  very  favourably  with  those 
for  other  similar  industrial  areas.

In  addition  to  the  number  of  children  recorded  above>  a  further 
37  pupils  were  skin  tested  outside  the  routine  B.C.G.  vaccination 
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prograitirne.  These  children  were  class-room  contacts  of  a  case  of 
tuljerculosis.  Fortunately  the  tests  all  proved  to  be  negative  and 
no  other  cases  of  tuberculosis  came  to  light. 


Medical  Inspections 

A  periodic  medical  inspection  of  children  in  the  following  age 
groups  was  carried  out  in  each  school. 

(a)  ENTRANTS— children  in  their  first  year  of  attendance 
at  a  maintained  primary  infant  school. 

(h)  INTERMEDIATES— children  in  the  last  year  of  attend¬ 
ance  at  a  maintained  primary  junior  school. 

(c)  LEAVERS— children  in  the  last  year  of  attendance  at  a 
maintained  secondary  school. 

(d)  OTHERS — children  of  all  ages  in  attendance  at  the 
Special  School  for  educationally  sub-normal  children. 

Prior  to  the  periodic  medical  inspection  of  the  children  in  these 
age  groups,  the  schools  were  visited  by  a  School  Nurse/Health 
yisitbr,  who  weighed  and  measured  the  children  and  tested  the 
visual  acuity  of  those  in  groups  (b)  (c)  and  (d).  At  the  actual 
inspection  the  Medical  Officer  was  accompanied  by  a  Nurse.  Parents 
were  invited  to  be  present  at  these  inspections. 

The  percentage  of  parents  who  were  present  at  periodic  inspections 
was  62.25  as  compared  with  59.93  in  1965,  61.88  in  1964  and  76.4 
in  1937. 

Special  inspections  and  re-inspections  were  also  conducted  in  each 
school  department  once  during  the  year. 


Findings  of  Medical  Inspections 

Periodic  Medical  Inspection  of  3,341  children  was  carried  out  in 
school,  and  all  were  recorded  as  being  in  a  satisfactory  general 
physical  condition.  The  defects  found  at  periodic  and  special 
inspections  can  be  seen  in  the  Table  on  page  23  of  this  report, 
which  shows  separately  the  number  of  pupils  found  to  require 
treatment  (T)  and  the  number  of  pupils  found  to  require  observation 
(O). 

The  following  table  shows  the  average  heights  and  weights  of 
boy  and  girl  entrants  selected  at  intervals,  over  a  period  of  years, 
since  periodic  medical  inspection  commenced.

Uncleanliness — Head 

(i)  GIRLS — Of  the  1,634  girls  examined  at  periodic  inspections, 

64  or  3.91  per  cent,  were  recorded  as  having  nits; 
22  or  1.3  per  cent,  of  these  had  a  minor  infestation 
only. 

(ii)  BOYS —  Of  the  1,707  boys  examined  at  period  inspection, 

14  or  0.82  per  cent,  were  recorded  as  having  nits. 

Surprise  Cleanliness  Surveys 

In  1966,  19,637  examinations  for  uncleanliness  were  made  in  the 
schools  by  the  nursing  staff,  and  805  pupils  were  found  to  be  infested. 
No  cleansing  notices  were  issued.  The  supervision  and  treatment  of 
certain  children  found  to  have  dirty  heads  and  referred  to  the 
School  Clinic,  was  again  carried  out  by  the  School  Nurse  at  the 
Minor  Ailment  Clinic. 

Follow  up  Investigation 

During  the  year  the  Health  Visitors  followed  up  28  cases  which 
were  under  observation  or  treatment.  In  this  connection  47  home 
visits  were  made  and  10  inspections  were  carried  out  in  school. 


Minor  Ailments 

Minor  Ailment  Clinics  were  conducted  by  a  School  Nurse  on  five 
sessions  per  week  for  the  treatment  of  children  referred  by  a  Head 
Teacher  or  a  Medical  Officer  with  minor  injuries,  skin  conditions, 
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etc.  305  cases  attended  the  Clinic,  and  made  805  attendances. 
This  compares  with  250  cases  and  676  attendances  in  1934,  and 
1,143  cases  and  8,042  attendances  in  1948. 

Diseases  of  the  Skin 

61  children  were  receiving  treatment  for  diseases  of  the  skin. 
Included  in  this  total  were  9  children  suffering  from  scabies  who 
were  treated  at  the  School  Clinic,  8  cases  of  impetigo,  and  44  other 
cases  who  were  receiving  hospital  treatment  for  acne,  eczema, 
dermatitis  and  miscellaneous  infections. 

Defective  Vision  and  Squint 

The  vision  of  first  year  entrants  to  Primary  Junior  Schools  was 
tested  by  a  Health  Visitor  or  School  Nurse,  and  any  child  suspected 
of  having  a  visual  defect  was  referred  to  a  Medical  Officer  for 
further  investigation. 

During  the  year  324  Forms  O.S.C.  10 — as  compared  with  311  in 
1965,  and  129  in  1953 — authorising  the  repair  or  replacement  of 
spectacles  were  issued  by  the  School  Medical  Officers.  Of  these  70 
were  charged  to  the  Local  Education  Authority  as  being  related  to 
cases  where  lack  of  care  on  the  part  of  the  pupils  had  been  the 
cause  of  loss  or  damage. 

Eye  Testing  Clinic 

341  school  children  had  their  eyes  tested  by  an  Ophthalmic 
Surgeon  at  the  School  Clinic.  Spectacles  were  prescribed  for  310 
of  these  children,  and  108  were  referred  for  orthoptic  treatment. 

We  also  have  a  record  that  233  children  had  their  eyes  tested  by 
opticians.  Spectacles  were  prescribed  for  207  of  these. 

Orthoptic  Clinic 

The  Orthoptic  Clinic  was  held  on  two  sessions  per  week.  22  new 
cases  were  registered,  11  pre-school  children,  and  11  of  school  age. 
There  were  19  discharges.  65  infants  were  referred  for  observation, 
and  attended  every  2-3  months.  • 

In  all,  73  children  of  school  age  attended,  making  672  attendances. 
19  operations  were  carried  out  at  Walkergate  Hospital,  and  3 
children  remained  on  the  waiting  list  at  the  end  of  the  year.  These 
children  who  had  operations  will  remain  under  the  surgeon’s  care 
for  two  years,  and  will  attend  the  Newcastle  General  Hospital 
periodically.  Any  necessary  refractions  will  be  carried  out  there. 

Speech  Therapy 

During  the  year  137  children,  130  school  and  7  pre-school, 
received  speech  therapy,  making  a  total  of  2,251  attendances.  61 
new  cases  were  enrolled  for  treatment,  and  49  cases  were  discharged. 
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Tonsillectomy 

The  number  of  children  who  were  examined  at  periodic  medical 
examination,  and  the  percentage  of  these  who  were  recorded  as 
having  been  subjected  to  tonsillectomy  prior  to  the  time  of  inspec¬ 
tion,  is  shown  below.

Orthopaedic  Hospital,  and  4  as  out-patients.

The  remaining  58  children  were  treated  by  Miss  Wake,  physio¬ 
therapist,  who  held  a  clinic  on  42  half-day  sessions  during  the  year. 
The  total  attendance  at  these  clinics  was  262  and  this  figure  included 
a  number  of  Open-Air  School  children  who  were  treated  by  Miss 
Wake  on  the  school  premises  to  save  them  a  journey  out  of  school. 

Other  Defects  Treated 

Other  defects  treated,  not  falling  into  classifications  mentioned  in 
Tables  A  to  F  may  be  seen  by  referring  to  Page  25,  Table  G.  The 
102  minor  ailments  treated  included  8  burns,  5  boils,  35  minor 
injuries,  48  septic  sores  and  6  miscellaneous  ailments.

School  Dental  Inspections  and  Treatment 

The  following  report  on  the  dental  inspection  and  treatment  of 
school  children  has  been  submitted  by  Mr.  R.  W.  Essenhigh, 
Principal  School  Dental  Officer: — 

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  SCHOOL  DENTAL 
OFFICER  FOR  THE  YEAR  1966 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  29th  Annual  Report  on  the 
School  Dental  Inspection  and  Treatment  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1966,  this  being  the  forty-second  Annual  Report. 

The  Tables  which  can  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  publication 
provide  the  complete  details  of  the  various  forms  of  treatment 
which  have  been  completed  during  the  year  and  the  following 
is  a  brief  summary  of  this  work. 

A  routine  Dental  Inspection  of  all  the  Schools  in  the  Borough 
was  carried  out  and  10,075  children  were  examined.  Attendances 
at  the  Clinic  for  emergency  treatment  numbered  497. 

Complete  dental  treatment  in  all  its  branches  was  made  available 
at  the  Clinic  Dental  Surgeries,  in  many  cases  with  the  close  co¬ 
operation  of  the  School  Medical  Department. 

Many  patients  who  were  offered  orthodontic  treatment  for  the 
correction  of  misplaced  teeth  and  other  faults  of  dentition  accepted 
this  treatment,  and  artificial  dentures  were  also  supplied  where 
required. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  953  anaesthetics  were  administered  by 
the  Anaesthetist,  Dr.  J.  R.  Steadman,  for  the  extraction  of  teeth. 

An  annual  inspection  was  made  of  the  pupils  attending  Wood- 
lawn  and  Southlands  Schools  where  a  total  of  141  pupils  were 
examined.  96  attendances  for  treatment  were  made  by  pupils  from 
these  schools. 
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A  visit  was  also  made  to  the  Training  Centre  where  all  those  in 
attendance  were  examined.  Attendances  at  the  Clinic  by  pupils  of 
School  age  from  this  Centre  numbered  19. 

Many  other  forms  of  treatment  not  specified  in  the  Tables  were 
undertaken,  such  as  gum  treatment,  the  scaling  and  cleaning  of 
teeth  and  calcium  treatment  where  a  deficiency  was  noticed. 

Among  the  interesting  activities  during  the  year  were  the  several 
visits  made  to  the  Clinic  by  Professor  G.  N.  Jenkins  and  his  team 
from  Newcastle  Dental  Hospital  and  Medical  School.  This  research 
group  has  been  assisted  by  us  for  some  past  years  in  their  investi¬ 
gations  into  dental  decay  among  school-children,  with  special 
reference  to  the  condition  of  teeth  in  the  Tynemouth  area. 

During  May  the  Principal  School  Dental  Officer  attended  a 
Dental  Health  Conference  in  London. 

A  visit  was  made  to  the  Health  Department  by  Mr.  J.  G.  Potter 
of  the  Department  of  Education  and  Science,  who  made  his  usual 
survey  of  the  Dental  Scheme  in  operation  and  made  several  extremely 
useful  suggestions  towards  even  greater  efficiency. 

In  conclusion,  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  Public  Health  and 
School  Medical  Staffs,  the  Headteachers  and  their  Assistants  and 
to  the  Dental  Nurses  for  their  help  and  co-operation  at  all  tirhes.

.At  the^  end  of  the  year  under  review,  21  children,  11  boys  and 
10;  girls,,  were  awaiting  admission  to  Southlands  Special  School,  and 
one,  girl  was.  due  to  be  admitted  to  Bebside  Partially  Hearing  Unit 
as.  soQU  as  .transport  could  be  arranged  for  her. 


Child  Guidance  Clinic 

As  noted  in  the  last  report,  an  increasing  number  of  schools  were 
u^ing'  the  Child  Guidance  Service  for  children  who  are  showing 
problems  of  personality  and  behaviour  or  learning.  Prudhoe  Hos¬ 
pital  again  provided  the  facilities;  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  by 
Dr.  J.  S.  y.  Mouat  and  after  August  by  Dr.  J.  A.  Barrett.  A  total 
of  5§  bhildren  were  seen  at  clinics  in  Tynemouth,  of  these  15  were 
discharged  improved  by  the  end  of  the  year,  and  5  were  recom¬ 
mended  for  residential  placement.  There  were  26  new  referrals,  of 
which  15  were  referred  for  behaviour  disorders,  2  school  phobics 
and  9  emotionaT  disorders.  The  sources  of  the  new  referrals  were

As  usual,  a  number  of  local  children  were 

attending  the  Child 

Psychiatry  Unit  in  Newcastle  which  is  now  sited  in  the  Fleming 
Memorial  Hospital.  Close  contact  is  maintained  with  the  Unit  and 
this  has,  on  many  occasions,  been  most  helpful. 

School  Psychological  Service 

This  service  is  distinct  from  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  as  it  is 
concerned  with  the  various  types  of  children  who  experience  diffi¬ 
culties  within  the  educational  system  and  who  require  different 
methods  to  meet  their  needs.  The  service  also  assists  the  remedial 
teachers  in  the  primary  schools. 

The  children  fall  primarily  into  three  classes: — 

(1)  The  Subnormal. 

(2)  The  Dull  and  Backward. 

(3)  The  Bright,  Retarded  or  Emotionally  Disturbed  child. 

During  this  year  129  children  were  referred,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  15  remained  to  be  seen.  Of  the  114  children  tested,  72  were 
boys  and  42  were  girls.

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In  explanation  of  this  it  should,  however,  be  stated  that  in 
practically  all  cases  a  report  is  sent  to  the  school  where  a  child  of 
school  age  is  concerned,  unless  there  is  some  very  good  reason  to 
the  contrary,  such  as  parental  unwillingness  for  the  information 
to  be  divulged.  The  figure  of  15  children  found  to  be  Educationally 
Subnormal  also  requires  elucidation  since  this  is  a  much  smaller 
number  than  in  1965.  The  previous  year  there  was  a  large  backlog 
of  Educationally  Subnormal  children  awaiting  testing  when  the 
Psychologist  was  appointed.  The  number  seen  during  1966  is  more 
in  keeping  with  future  demands.  It  does  not,  however,  take  into 
account  a  number  of  children  who  are  at  present  under  observation 
and  who  may  eventually  be  ascertained  as  in  need  of  special  educa¬ 
tion  but  on  whom  a  decision  has  yet  to  be  taken  although  they  may 
have  been  observed  or  tested  on  several  occasions.  Health  Visitors 
and  others  have  been  particularly  helpful  in  bringing  to  light  a 
number  of  children  who  may  be  regarded  as  “at  risk”  educationally 
so  that  their  entry  into  the  school  system  may  be  made  as  smooth 
as  possible. 

Referrals  have  come  from  a  variety  of  sources  but  the  chief  one 
is  the  schools  themselves  who  referred  77  of  the  children  tested. 
Other  referring  agencies  were  the  Children’s  Department,  Juvenile 
Court,  School  Medical  Officer,  General  Practitioners,  and  sometimes, 
usually  at  the  suggestion  of  a  doctor,  school  or  Health  Visitors,  the 
parents  themselves  have  asked  for  help  and  advice. 

Woodlawn  School  and  Southlands  Special  School 

Regular  visits  were  made  to  Woodlawn  and  Southlands  Special 
Schools  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  a  Health 
Visitor.  137  re-examinations  were  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer, 
to  check  on  children’s  progress  and  to  ascertain  if  they  were  fit  to 
return  to  an  ordinary  school. 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Reports  of  the  Head  Teachers, 
giving  details  of  the  work  of  the  two  Special  Schools. 

WOODLAWN  SCHOOL 
REPORT  FOR  1966 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  present  my  first  report  on  the  work  of 
Woodlawn  School  for  the  year  1966. 
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The  school  is  providing  excellent  facilities  tor  children  with  a 
wide  variety  of  handicaps.  It  is  very  clear  that  many  have  come  to 
terms  with  their  handicap  and  face  the  future  with  determination 
and  the  will  to  find  a  useful  place  in  societ}/. 

The  year  began  with  67  children,  39  boys  and  28  girls,  and  ended 
with  68  pupils,  39  boys  and  29  girls,  on  the  roll. 

During  the  year  16  children,  9  boys  and  7  girls,  were  admitted 
and  15  pupils,  9  boys  and  6  girls,  discharged.

I  wish  to  thank  my  predecessor.  Miss  E.  McRitchie,  for  the 
generous  help  given  to  me  on  my  visits  to  Woodlawn  prior  to 
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becoming  Headmaster.  She  helped  to  create  the  warm  social  climate 
in  the  school — a  very  necessary  asset  in  such  a  closely-knit  com¬ 
munity  as  a  school  for  the  delicate  and  physically  handicapped. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff  for  the 
excellent  medical  supervision  of  our  pupils.  Dr.  Catton  has  been 
responsible  for  the  regular  medical  inspections  of  our  children  and  I 
thank  her  for  her  valuable  help  and  suggestions  regarding  the 
physical  health  of  the  boys  and  girls. 

The  regular  sessions  of  postural  drainage  and  exercises  are  now 
in  the  hands  of  Nurse  Lynch,  whose  daily  visits  give  a  good  start  to 
the  day  to  these  children. 

The  annual  routine  dental  inspection  was  taken  by  Mr.  R.  W. 
Essenhigh,  the  Principal  School  Dental  Officer.  Children’s  teeth 
were  checked  during  the  year  to  keep  them  in  good  order  at  the 
required  times. 

Nurse  Walker  was  our  regular  Wednesday  visitor  who  kept  a 
check  on  minor  ailments  and  informed  Dr.  Catton  of  children  who 
were  in  need  of  a  medical  check-up.  She  and  Nurse  Lynch  are 
invaluable  members  of  the  visiting  staff  of  Woodlawn. 

A  small  group  of  children  had  physiotherapy  every  Tuesday,  under 
the  supervision  of  Mrs.  M.  E.  Robinson,  our  physiotherapist. 

Miss  Clayden,  the  speech  therapist  came  to  school  every  Friday 
afternoon  to  help  a  small  group  of  children  with  speech  difficulties. 

During  the  year  boys  and  girls  were  awarded  swimming  certificates 
as  a  result  of  some  successful  swimming  instruction. 

We  were  very  fortunate  to  have  several  lectures  with  slides  during 
the  year  and  we  welcome  this  first  hand  information  from  all  parts 
of  the  globe. 

During  the  year  groups  of  students  visited  the  school  for  observa¬ 
tion  purposes  and  gained  valuable  experience  in  our  work  with 
handicapped  children. 

Our  children  made  local  visits  to  the  Library  and  Fire  Station 
and  some  valuable  follow  up  work  resulted  from  these  visits.  During 
the  Summer  Term  the  whole  school  spent  a  day  at  Flamingo  Park 
Zoo.  This,  I  understand,  was  a  most  enjoyable  outing  and  provided 
many  of  our  children  with  an  opportunity  to  travel  and  see  some 
wonderful  countryside. 

Just  before  Christmas  we  held  a  Christmas  Fair  and  Coffee 
Evening.  Parents  and  friends  came  in  great  numbers  and  spent  a 
pleasant  evening.  It  was  good  to  see  so  many  families,  mothers, 
fathers  and  children,  at  this  event.  It  was  a  wonderful  success  and 
we  were  pleased  to  welcome  back  Miss  E.  McRitchie  to  open  the 
Christmas  Fair.  It  was  a  financially  rewarding  evening  and  the 
income  was  above  £80. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Golden  Sands  Club 
for  their  most  generous  gift  to  the  School  Fund  and  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Grundy  and  their  customers  and  friends  for  their  cheque  which 
has  been  a  regular  feature  of  donations  to  the  School  Fund. 

I  wish  to  pay  tribute  to  the  warm  hearted  reception  and  the 
valuable  assistance  received  by  myself  from  all  the  members  of  the 


Education  Committee,  the  Staff  of  the  Education  Department  and 
the  Medical  Department  during  iny  first  term  at  Woodlawn. 

School  meals  are  supplied  from  our  own  kitchen  by  Mrs.  Binks 
and  her  assistants.  Family  service  is  proving  to  be  a  success  and 
giving  some  responsibility  to  older  children. 

May  I  place  on  record  my  grateful  thanks  to  all  the  staff  at  Wood- 
lawn,  teaching  and  domestic,  for  their  wonderful  co-operation 
and  work  as  a  closely  knit  team.

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  this  report  on  the  work  of  South¬ 
lands  School  for  1966. 

The  number  on  the  roll  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  95 — 
64  boys  and  31  girls.  During  the  year  17  children  were  admitted —

This  year  has  been  noticeable  for  the  growing  demand  for  places 
at  Southlands.  Due  to  this  demand,  a  meeting  of  the  School  Health 
Services  Special  Sub-Committee  was  held  under  the  chairmanship 
of  Alderman  J.  R.  Watson.  The  committee,  after  hearing  of  the 
numbers  waiting  for  admittance  to  Southlands,  decided  to  ask  for 
an  increase  in  the  provision  of  school  places  at  the  school.  This 
increase  will  enable  two  new  classes  to  be  formed. 

During  the  year  Dr.  B.  J.  Catton  and  Nurse  Buxton  carried  out 
the  medical  inspection  of  all  the  children  in  the  school.  Nurse 
Buxton  also  continued  to  deal  with  minor  ailments  on  her  weekly 
visits. 

Miss  M.  Clayden  carried  out  speech  therapy  with  a  number  of 
children  throughout  the  year  and  we  were  sorry  to  lose  her  services 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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Miss  J.  Wheway  carried  out  the  psychological  assessment  of  a 
number  of  children  and  assisted  greatly  in  the  work  of  the  school. 

Mr.  R.  W.  Essenhigh,  Principal  School  Dental  Officer,  carried  out 
the  annual  dental  inspection  of  the  children  and  dealt  with  those 
children  requiring  treatment. 

Mr.  A.  Hogan,  Youth  Employment  Officer,  came  on  several 
occasions  to  talk  to  the  school-leavers  and  interview  them  in  prepara¬ 
tion  for  leaving  school. 

The  Youth  Club  continued  to  flourish  under  the  leadership  of 
Mr.  F.  Wakeham  and  he  was  grateful  to  receive  assistance  from  Mr. 
J.  Millen  and  Mr.  A.  Hart  in  running  the  club. 

Die  school  again  participated  in  the  Special  Schools  Football 
League  and  had  a  very  happy  successful  series  of  fixtures. 

We  again  took  part  in  an  Area  Athletics  Meeting  and  managed  to 
gain  third  place.  The  girls  also  played  some  games  of  netball  against 
teams  from  local  schools  and  other  special  schools. 

The  P.T.A.  continues  to  flourish  and  monthly  meetings  held 
throughout  the  year  were  of  great  value  to  staff  and  parents.  The 
P.T.A.  held  several  social  functions  which  were  very  well  attended 
as  well  as  running  our  Sports  Day  in  July  at  which  Mr.  W.  Hide, 
President  of  the  Border  Terrier  Tankard  Club  presented  the  prizes. 
The  Tankard  Club  were  responsible  for  two  fine  days  enjoyed  by 
the  children.  The  Infants  visited  Mr.  Bill}/  Smart’s  Circus  on  the 
Town  Moor,  and  the  senior  children  went  by  coach  to  Flamingo 
Park  Zoo.  We  were  pleased  to  have  a  number  of  the  Tankard  Club 
members  along  with  us  on  the  visit  to  the  Zoo  and  a  number  of 
friendships  were  started  between  them  and  the  children.  Alderman 
j .  Lisle  took  a  great  interest  in  this  aspect  of  social  integration  and 
was  present  when  Mr.  T.  Spours  presented  a  cheque  for  £143  to  the 
school  on  behalf  of  the  Tankard  Club. 

Alderman  J.  Lisle  was  again  present  at  an  Open  Day  held  just 
before  Christmas,  as  were  Mr.  R.  S.  Taylor,  Deputy  Chief  Education 
Officer,  Miss  J.  Wheway,  Mr.  F.  Rumball  and  the  Rev.  George 
Chadwick  as  well  as  a  good  number  of  parents  and  friends. 

During  the  first  two  terms  of  the  year  we  were  pleased  to  have 
the  services  of  Mrs.  D.  Young  as  a  temporary  supply  in  place  of 
Mr.  F.  Stobbs  who  transferred  his  services  to  Percy  Main  Junior 
School.  Mrs.  Young  then  transferred  to  Monkhouse  Junior  School 
when  Mr.  C.  Gilmour  returned  from  his  one-year  course. 

During  the  year  we  were  sorry  to  lose  the  services,  for  several 
months,  of  Miss  D.  Tate,  Deputy  Head,  due  to  illness.  Mrs.  J. 
Sherrington  ably  took  her  place  for  the  duration  of  Miss  Tate’s 
absence. 

Mrs.  A.  Williams  was  granted  maternity  leave  for  the  Autumn 
Term  and  Miss  E.  Richardson  came  as  a  temporary  supply. 

We  were  pleased  throughout  the  year  to  receive  many  visitors 
from  many  parts  of  the  world.  We  particularly  welcomed  the  interest 
of  teachers  from  other  schools  within  the  Borough. 

School  meals  were  again  supplied  from  our  own  kitchen  by  Mrs. 
J.  Dewdney  and  her  assistants  and  the  distribution  of  school  milk 
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continued.  The  children  were  transported  to  and  from  school  by 
transport  shared  with  the  Woodlawn  School  as  before. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  all  those  members  of  the 
School  Medical  Department  and  the  Education  Service  who  have 
helped  the  school  in  so  many  ways  throught  this  year.  I  would  also 
like  to  thank  all  the  staff  at  Southlands,  both  teaching  and  domestic, 
for  aU  their  hard  work  and  loyal  service  which  has  made  this  year 
one  of  happy  steady  progress.
